Rebecca Schraeder’s first job came in her high school years, 
selling popcorn at an Irvine movie theater. As an adult, she 
worked as a book store cashier, a hotel desk clerk, a customer 
service representative and a mortgage firm administrative as- 
sistant. But in the past few years Schraeder, 37, who was born 
with Crohn’s disease, underwent seven surgeries removing 
parts of her intestines, followed by severe arthritis and bleeding 
ulcers. Then, as bad luck would have it, a car accident damaged 
her spine. Doctors at UC Irvine Medical Center have declared 
her unable to work. “And nobody wants to hire someone who 
is actively sick,” Schraeder said, her eyes welling with tears. 

So, after paying part of her earnings over two decades to the 
U.S. Social Security Administration, does she qualify for dis- 
ability pay under the agency’s worker-funded insurance?

Survivors of 2015 mass 
shooting still coping 
with emotional fallout

She had never been afraid of 
horses before. Yet she froze out- 
side the corral — her mind racing 
with fear as she watched the palo- 
mino quarter horse walk around 
the corral in an isolated box can- 
yon. 

Since the Dec. 2, 2015, terrorist 
attack in San Bernardino, Paula 
Harold had been afraid, dis- 
tressed and despondent — given 
a post-traumatic stress disorder 
diagnosis. 

Now she was supposed to step 
into the corral and begin equine 
therapy. 

“Tm scared,” she said softly 
to horse expert Angie Sheer and 
therapist Susan Lilly at Buffalo 
Meadows Ranch in Redlands. “I 
don’t know if it’s going to charge 
me.” 

Most days, Harold just stayed 
home. Reading. Doing house- 
work. Afraid to go out. 

She had tried things to stop the 
anxiety, the depression and the 
fear after the attack, when she 
had seen bullets come through 
walls as she crawled down a hall 
to get away while a grazed co- 


worker fell to the floor.
